mention of the fact th a t Mr .Fowler, 
chairman of the House Com m ittee on 


Banking and Currency, has Introduc­ 
ed a bill, the objects of which are 
to guard against the recurrence of 
financial panics by providing for an 
elastic currency, ami to guarantee all 
deposits 
and 
note 
issues. 
It pro­ 
vides for the location of bank note 
redem ption agencies, 
so 
numerous 
and so distributed, th at every nation­ 
al bank shall be w ithin twenty-four 
hours of one of them. 
T he banks 
tributary to each agency shall organ­ 
ize bank note redemption districts, 
each having a bnffd of seven m ana­ 
gers elected by the banks, each bank 
having one vote. 
Each board shall I proviso allowin 
elect a chairm an who shall be , exoffi­ 
cio, a deputy comptroller of The cur­ 
rency, and shall receive a salary of 
$6,000 per year. 
He shall have in 
his district the authority of the comp 
troller, and shall act as receiver in 
cases of any failure in his distric t. 
The board of examiners is to meet 
monthly, and one im portant part of 
its duties is to appoint and direct us 
many bank examiners as may be nec­ 
essary In rho district. 
Provision is made for each bank 
to retire its bond-secured 
note cir- 
ciliation, after which 
it 
may fssu • 
•'national bank 
guaranteed credit* 
notes,” equal to its paid up ‘capital, 
w ithout 
depositing 
U nited 
States 
bonus, satisfactory arrangem ents be­ 
ing made for the redem ption of such 
notes in gold coin or its equivalent. 
Any bank 
may issue 
these 
credit 
notes in excess of 
its capital, 
pro­ 
vided the board of m anagers gives 
its approval. 
Every bank is required 
to have on deposit with th e national 
treasurer, gold coin equal to 5 per 
cent of its circulation. 
W hen the 
total of these deposits am ounts to 
$25,000,000, the bonds now on deposit 
to secure circulation will b Q returned 
to the banks to which tuey belong, 
and th ereafter banks holding govern­ 
ment deposits shall pay two per cent 
Interest thereon. 
Banks are also re­ 
quired to pay, semi-annually, I per 
cent upon the 
average 
am ount 
of 
notes iii circulation. 
The 5 per cent gold deposited, the 
5 per cent paid on note-issues, th** In­ 
terest on government deposits, and 
the two per cent paid on national 
bank guaranteed credit-notes, in cir­ 


culation, will constitute 
a 
general 
guarantee fund to secure individual 


deposits, bank notes, bank deiiosits 
and governm ent deposits, and to pay 


all expenses of m aintaining the bank 


note redempton agencies, the expense 
of bank exam inations and the expen­ 
ses of m em bers of the boards in the 
discharge of their official duties. 
Eighty per cent of the guaranty 
fund is to be invested 
in 
U nited 
States bonds, and the other 20 per 
cent with the 
various 
redem ption 
agencies. The guaranteed credit notes 
are to be received iii paym ent of .ill 
dues to the United States and also 
in payment of obligations of the Un! 
ted States for salaries debts and oth­ 
er demands. 
All banks will be re­ 
required to receive them on deposit 
and for all debts and liabilities. 
Banks not located in a reserve city 
are required to keep on hand lawful 
money equal to at least 25 per cent 
of their guaranteed credit notes in 
circulation. 
Those in the reserve cit­ 
ies m ust keep on hand not less than 
15 lier cent, of such circulation. This 
provision, however, Is modified by a 
banks not in a re­ 
serve city to keep 4 per cent of their 
reserves in cash deposits in a re­ 
serve city, and banks doing business 
in reserve cities may keep 7*6 per 
cent of their reserve funds in a cen­ 
tral reserve city.

United States treasurer shall be con­ 
sidered a part of the reserve fun< 
and each bunk shall receive interest 
for its deposit a t the rate of on* 
lier cent per annum .

One-tenth of the^ loss resulting from 
a bank 
failure 
shall be 
borne

respective deposits and note issues; 
and the other nine-tenths shall 
be 
borne by the general guaranty fund. 
After the first day of January, 1909, 
no bank will alowed to pay out bond- 
secured bank notes, but all such are 
to be sent to the national treasurer 
for cancellation. 
Banks are forbid­ 
den to count as a part of reserve 
guaranteed credit notes. 
Provisions are made for banks to 
act as trustee, guaidian or adm in­ 
istrator, and 
for accepting 
savings 
bank accounts 
Banks are forbidden to pay a higher 
rate of interest than two per cent on 
m onthly balances, to issue demand 
tim e certificates for a shorter period 
than three m onths and to transfer 
said certificates or
